Point of View 

Former MPP needs to 
tell his side of the story 


N iagara Falls city councillors 
aren't the only ones who 
want an answer, although 
their question is different from the 
rest of us. 

They want to know if Kim Craitor 
should continue as a city council 
representative, or resign over 
allegations of sexual harassment 
complaints from his office staff? 

The rest of us who know Craitor 
from his days as our provincial 
MPP also want an answer. What 
happened that forced him to resign 
as MPP? 

We want details of the 
investigation that Premier 
Kathleen Wynne said showed 
“action needed to be taken,” that 
led to her request for Craitor's 
resignation in 2013. 

We know now he was not telling 
the truth, or at least the whole truth, 
when he resigned as the MPP for 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, saying it was mental 
exhaustion. Some of us likely 
remember the concern that was 
expressed by many that he was ill - 
he’d beaten cancer, and it seemed 
likely it had returned. 

During his time as our MPP, he 
was very visible. He attended many 
events in each of the communities 
- constituents’ milestones such as 
birthdays and anniversaries, many 
service organization’s fundraisers 


and celebratory events, award 
ceremonies - and got to know a 
lot of people in his riding. One 
thing about Craitor, his personal 
popularity crossed party lines. He 
is likable, sincere, shows emotion 
easily - and, it seems fair to say, 
someone most of his constitutents 
would have described as an honest 
politician. So let’s see some of that 
honesty. 

Although complainants were 
guaranteed confidentiality, the cat 
is out of the bag. A staff member 
wanted the silence broken, 
wanted Craitor’s constituents to 
know what occurred. Allegations 
have been made public, but 
not the details of what the 
investigation discovered. We’re 
expected to just accept that he 
was guilty, that he was no longer 
fit to serve in the position he was 
elected to. 

That doesn't seem fair - not to 
his constituents, and not to Craitor 
himself. 

It’s obviously a sensitive issue 
and needs to be handled as such. 
The staff members who want their 
identities protected should be given 
that. But the investigative report 
needs to be made public, for all 
concerned, and Craitor needs to tell 
his side of the story. This is an issue 
that has been kept secret for far too 
long.

Crystal Beach 
Imperial House 
Basketball Team 

The Crystal Beach Impe¬ 
rial House basketball team 
won the Eastern Canadian 
Intermediate C Champion¬ 
ship in May 1960. 

The team, with play¬ 
ers from Ridgeway, Crystal 
Beach and Fort Erie, defeated 
the Smith Falls Royals, the 


champion of the Ottawa- 
Quebec League, 72-44, and 
won the two-game series by 
a total score of 143-83. 

The team had won three 
Ontario basketball titles, and 
the victory over Smith Falls 
marked the first time the team 
won the Canadian Intermedi¬ 
ate C Championship. 

Fort Erie's Gord Miller, 
who played with the team 
for four years, said he joined 
the Crystal Beach Impe¬ 
rial House Team because he 
"liked to play basketball.” 

"And so did everyone else 


who played on the team,” he 
added. 

known as “the Imps, con¬ 
sisted of experienced veter¬ 
ans who had competed on 
the Ridgeway-Crystal Beach 
High School team, formerly 
known as the Shamrocks. 

“In 1957, the team became 
known as the Imperials and 
it was sponsored by Impe¬ 
rial House Tavern, owned by 
George Stott.” 

The Imps’ home games 
were held in the gymnasium 
at RCBHS and the small 


room was usually packed 
with fans, Miller said. 

Before he joined the team, 
Miller would watch the 
games every Saturday night. 
Eventually, he improved 
enough to trade in his spec¬ 
tator seat for a spot on the 
bench when he was invited 
to play on the team. 

“It was a thrill to play with 
these guys because they were 
good basketball players. You 
had to be if you wanted to 
play with them.” 

He described the Imps as 
a “community team,” with

Peter Ruch 

Peter Ruch never imagined 
he’d find himself among the 
list of inductees into the Fort 
Erie Sports Wall of Fame. 

'Tve been to a few induc¬ 
tion ceremonies before and 
it’s always a great night," Ruch 

“I never even thought about 
if I might be inducted. I’m 
honoured,” he added. 

During his high school years 
at Fort Erie Secondary School, 
Ruch was involved in judo, 
track and field and partici¬ 
pated in many SOSSA events. 

He was a member of the 
FESS football team that won 
two championships in a raw, 
in 1963 and 1964. 

He began his foray into 
karate because he wanted to 
spend more time with his chil¬ 
dren when they joined the Fort 
Erie Wado Kai Karate Club in 
1977. Their first instructor was 


Sensei Roland Day. 

The sport seemed like it 
would be a good fit for himself 
and his children, Corrine and 
Steven, Ruch said. 

After three years of training 
Ruch received his black belt 
and he took over the Fort Erie 
club as head instructor when 
Day moved to Manitoba. 

Over the years, Ruch said he 
trained more than 2,500young 
students. 

He has travelled across 
Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta 
and the U.S. to participate in 
hundreds of tournaments. 

He said one of his most 
memorable tournaments was 
a match-up with one of his 
first instructors, Sensei Peter 
Ciolfi. 

All of Ruch’s training paid 
off, as he managed to out- 
maneuver Ciolfi to take the 
first place trophy. 

This was the only trophy 
Ruch kept over the years. 
The rest of his awards were 
donated to the Fort Erie Waldo 


Kai Karate Club, and are 
awarded to children during 
internal club tournaments. 

Ruch said he has served 
the Shintani Wado Kai Karate 
Federation in various posi¬ 
tions. His biggest accomplish¬ 
ment was working with the 
organization to bring the first 
National Black Belt Tourna¬ 
ment to Fort Erie in 1994. 

The winners of this tour¬ 
nament went on to represent 
the federation as members of 
the Canadian National Team, 
which Ruch managed for 
many years. 

Ruch, who received his 8th 
degree Black Belt in 2012, con¬ 
tinues to help out with the Fort 
Erie Wado Kai Karate Club and 
teaches clinics sponsored by 
the Shintani Wado Kai Karate 
Federation. He has taught 
karate classes for seniors and 
defence classes for women. 

While wintering in Mexico, 
he teaches at a local Shotokan 
Karate Club in Bucerias where 
he instructs both young stu¬ 


dents and senior black belts in 
the Wado Kai Style ofKarate. 

He became a police officer 
in 1966, serving the Fort Erie 
area and later St. Catharines 
before he retired in 1996. 

Ruch has received two com¬ 
mendations for bravery. He 
assisted in rescuing a father 
and son when their small boat 
was overcome by a storm on 
Lake Erie, and on another 

building to rescue four people 
and a dog. 

He also received his 25 and 
30-year police service medals 
as well as medals commem¬ 
orating Queen Elizabeth’s 
Golden Jubilee and Dimaond 
Jubilee. The Governor General 
of Canada, honouring him for 
his contribution to the com¬ 
munity, presented both of 
these medals to Ruch.

It started as something to 
do in high school, and ended

For Jason Wurster, pole 
vaulting was a lesson in perse¬ 
verance and dedication. 

As a Grade 9 student at 
Ridgeway-Crystal Beach High 
School, Wurster searched for a 
sport to excel at 

“I needed to find an event 
before the high school meets 
started. One I was good at,” 
Wurster said. 

George Krupa, a pole-vault¬ 
ing instructor from Steven- 
sville, had pestered him for 
years to try pole vaulting. 

Until he attended high 


school, Wurster had mostly 
ignored Krupa 

He tried high jump first but 
found he wasn't great at it 

to meet in that first year, and 
at the Ontario Federation of 
School Athletic Associations 
annual meet, Wurster finally 
began to excel. 

“I placed in second with a 
3.3 metres jump,” he said. 

It was after that meet that he 
decided he wanted to take the 
sport seriously. 

“My mom researched and 
found a trainer in Toronto, and 
I started training with Doug 
Wood." 

Wurster trained through 
high school, and he continued 
flying high. 

After high school, he took 
the biggest leap of his life 


when he moved to Toronto 
to work and vault. 

According to Wurster, he’d 
work all day to pay for his 
apartment, and train at night 

His coaches noticed a lag in 
his abilities that they attributed 
to his long workdays. 

“I was pretty tired for the 
first year, and didn't end up 
performing that well." 

Wurster’s coaches sug¬ 
gested he apply for school so 
he could train on a more bal¬ 
anced schedule. 

He started attending George 
Brown College in 2004, and his 
athletic career took off 

Wurster trained, focused on 
staying healthy, and worked 
hard. 

His efforts culminated in six 
national championship vic¬ 
tories spanning from 2005 to 


2007, and 2010 to 2012. 

Wurster said these wins are 
his greatest athletic achieve¬ 
ments, but in close second 
was his ability to stay healthy 
through the majority of his 

“Staying healthy is kind of 
a difficult thing because pole 
vault is really hard on the 
body,” he said with alaugh. 

These days, Wurster coaches 
youth at the" Pole Vault Club 
once a week. 

"It's really rewarding. There's 
a lot of kids who come out, and 
we have great results.”

Regional Road 124 (Central Avenue) 

From Wintemute Street to Courtwright Street 
In the Town of Fort Erie 

Purpose of Road Closure: 

Starting July 4, 2016 until August 5, 2016, a full closure of Regional Road 124 (Central Avenue) will occur 
between Wintemute Street and Courtwright Street. During this period, the contractor, Rankin 
Construction Inc. will replace the Central Avenue bridge by dismantling the existing bridge spans and 
subsequently sliding/jacking the new structure currently being constructed on the west side, onto the 
newly constructed substructure. Included in this task will be road construction on the north and south 
approaches to suit the new road profile. In addition, the intersection of Courtwright Street and Central 
Avenue will be reconstructed. 

Traffic Implications/Detour Route: 

During this closure, Regional Road 124 (Central Avenue) 
will not be accessible to the public between Wintemute 
Street and Courtwright Street. Vehicular traffic, as well 
as low-clearance trucks, will be able to access the north 

approved detour route. Vehicular traffic will be 
detoured via Regional Road 19 (Gilmore Road), Regional 
Road 122 (Thompson Road) and Regional Road 21 
(Phipps Street).

In addition, during the full closure, Wintemute Street will be re-opened to traffic to improve traffic 
movements around the work site.
